Greeks Fear Tu}kev

May Claim Dodecanese .

ATHENS, Feb. 24.—Greeks, fear-
ing that Turkey's declaration of war
against Germany may result in
claims to at least some of the Do-
decanese Islands, took a cold view
today of the Turkish entry into the
conflict. :

(Ankara dispatches said one
of the most likely military
results of Turkey's declaration
would be Turkish assistance in
cleaning up German-held islands
in the Aegean, including the
Dodecanese, which lie off the
Turkish coast and were Italiaa
before the war. The remainder
of the island - dotted Aegean is
largely Greek.)
